Claim10-14, 16-18, 20-24, 30, 32-36. and 38-45 are allowed. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
do not disclose or suggest a process to manufacture a sulphur-comprising asphalt 
paving mixture, the process comprising the steps of: (i) preheating bitumen at a 
temperature of between 120 and 180C to provide a hot bitumen; (ii) preheating 
aggregate at a temperature of between 120 and 180C to provide a hot aggregate; (III) 
providing sulphur pellets comprising elemental sulphur an H2S-suppressant, and 
optionally, a filler; (iv) mixing the hot bitumen with the hot aggregate and the sulphur 
pellets in a mixing unit. 

Considering the disclosure in pages 3 and 4 of the specification, applicants' 
argument regarding claim 30 in reference to the substantial absence of bitumen and 
aggregate in the claimed sulphur pellet is found persuasive. Furthermore, with 
reference to claim 38, considering the fact that according to the specification the 
required components in the claimed sulphur pellets are sulphur and H 2 S-suppressant, 
and other components are optional such as filler, applicants' argument regarding the 
rejection presented for said claim is persuasive as well.
